Chamber Of Commerce Issues 


Set Of Rules Which Are Help- 
ing Users Who Cannot Ob- 
tain Usual Hard Coal Supply 


The fact that householders are un- 


able to get ample supplies of anthra- 
cite coal this winter means that they 
are learning to burn some of the var- 
ious grades of bituminous. For the 
man who has never used soft coal 
there has been prepared by the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of the United States 
a special bulletin giving some simple 
rules for firing bituminous, which i' 
observed will enable him to save fuel 
and at the same 
time 
lessen 
the 


amount of trouble he may expect to 
have. 


These rules as summarized by Ap- 


pleton Chamber of Commerce, as fol- 
lows: 


The anthracite user will find, first, 


that bituminous coal is dirtier* to 
handje and that it requires more at- 
tention than hard coal Tie will find 
th<? low volatile, or smokeless, bitu- , 
minous from West Virginia or Penn- 
sylvania nrobablv the most satisfac- 
tory kind he can get. 


BEST METHODS 


The best method of firing what H 


called run-of-the mine bituminous—1. 
e , lump and dust mixed—has been 
found to be as follows: 


In starting the fire use the larger 


lumps. 


When the fire is well under way add 


a thin layer of fresh coal. When the 
coal is burning freely scrape tiie Hre 
as much as possible to one side of 
the fire box. putting in fresh coal on 
the side from which the fire has been 
scraped. 
This method lea\es the contents of 


the 
fire box in the shajie of a "V." 


The live coals are on one sid*. exposed 
and burning freely, and the fresh coal 
on the other side is igniting slowly. 
When its comes time to fire tlv fur- 
nace aealn one side will have burned 
out and the other will have- become 
fully ignited and 
coked. Fresh coal 


then should be put on the aide which 
has hurtled out. 


Bituminous coal in the process of 


burning will fuse into a brittle, por- 
ous mass, forming a crust over the 
fire. This is coke: and to obtain the 
best results this coke should be kent 
broken up with a poker, permitting 
proper circulation of air. Coke can be 
told from clinkers by tho ease with 
which it is broken up. 


In the morning when it Is time to 


beat 
the house 
quickly the 
coke 


should be broken up: the fire should 
be leveled and the coke should be al 
lowed to burn 
freely with a 
goou 


draft until the house is heated 
Then 


it Is time to rearrange the fire as be- 
fore, tho hot coals on one side and the 
fresh coal on the -other. 
Thia plan 


will qfive coal. 


Since soft coal gives more gas than 


hnrd coal, and as It burns more freely, 
the poft conl requires less draft In 
burning, hut more care In seeing that 
the ga.sso.fi given 
off arc fully con- 


sumed or that surplus gasses are al- 
lowed to "escape up the chimney. Be- 
fore, placing fresh coal in the 
fur- 


naco the, smoke, pipe damper should 
be opened and the air cheRk damper 
phould be closed. Tho fire door should 
be left open until tho gasses ignit«. 
or one Is likely to get an explosion 
that will blow 
the fire door open. 


When the fire door is closed it is well 
to leave open slightly tho small vent 
in the middle of tho door. This al- 
lows fresh air to reach the gaases and 
'aid ignition. To control the fire after 
It is burning regulate with the ash pit 
vent and the, air check damper at the 
back of tho furnace.
